Rules for the grant of Study Leave to Officers of Scientific 
and Technical Departments. 





The following rules relate to study leave only. They ate not intended to meet 
the case of officers deputed to other countries at the instance of Government either 
for the performance of special duties imposed upon them, or for the investigation 
of specific problems connected with their technical duties. Such Gages will con- 
tinue to be dealt with on their merits under the provisions of Article 85 of the 
Civil Service Regulations, and it will be forthe Government of India to decide 
» on the recommendation of the Local Government or the Head of the Department, 
as the case.may be, whether an officer shall be placed on deputation (with the 
approval of the Secretary of State) or granted study leave in accordance with 
the following rules. ‘The rules do not apply to officers of the Indian Educational 
Department, .the Indian Medical Service, the Public Works Vepartment, and the 
Indian Forest Service except in special cases where the existing rules regarding 
the study of Forestry in Europe on furlough are not suitable for application. 


RULES. 


4, Extra furlough for the purpose of study leave may be granted to officers 
‘by the Gove:nment of India on the recommendation of the Head of the Depart- 
“ment or of the Local Government under whom the officer &pplying for leave is 
serving.
